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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a steam on demand generator, classified in class 
422, subclass 292. 

II. Claims 8-12, drawn to a method of producing steam, classified in class 
422, subclass 26. 

III. Claims 13-17, drawn to a cup and cap assembly, classified in class 422, 
subclass 292. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. The apparatus can be used in a process 
where water is dispensed into a cup of a steam generator in a continuous fashion in 
order to generate steam on demand. 

Inventions of Group I and Group III are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
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claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
subcombination requires a clamp assembly. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as being used in an apparatus generates heated purified liquids. 

Inventions of Group II and Group III are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or 
(2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. The apparatus can be used in a process 
where water is dispensed into a cup of a steam generator in a continuous fashion in 
order to generate steam on demand. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if
